La. R.S. 42:1111A prohibits a public serv re%eazvﬁng anything of economic value, other
than compensation and benefits from the derm‘ﬁe{s}“al entity to which he is duly entitled, for
the performance of the duties and responsi @e@pf his office or position.

There are no provisions in the @')d\@\vl\m:h would require you to take a leave of absence from
your position as a part-time %l@é gﬁcer in Tullos, Louisiana, while running for election for
Police Chief of Ball prg&de@t]@a% you do not campaign while on duty in Tullos. La. R.S.
42:1111A of the Codebperﬁbbﬁs a public servant from receiving anything of economic value,
other than compeng@tlof}a@gbeneflts from the governmental entity to which he is duly entitled,
for the performancegb\?th% duties and responsibilities of his office or position. Therefore, you
cannot campalgﬁoQﬁfflce while on duty in Tullos.

The Qgﬁrc@?oncluded and instructed me to inform you, that the Code would not require you to
take a leave of absence from your position as a part-time police officer in Tullos, Louisiana, while
running for election for Police Chief of Ball. The Board also concluded, and instructed me to
inform you, that you may want to seek guidance from the Louisiana Attorney General’s Office on
the application of the Dual Office Holding Laws if elected. Opinions on the dual office holding
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and dual employment law are within the jurisdiction of the Attorney General. The Office of the
Attorney General may be contact at (225)326-6000.

This advisory opinion is based solely on the facts as set forth herein. Changes to the facts as
presented may result in a different application of the provisions of the Code of Governmental
Ethics. The Louisiana Board of Ethics issues no opinion as to past conduct or as to laws other than
the Code of Governmental Ethics, the Campaign Finance Disclosure Act, the Lobbyist Disclosure
Act, and the conflict of interest provisions contained in the Louisiana Gaming Control Law. If you
have any questions, please contact me at (800) 842-6630 or (225) 219-5600.
